At least four routes of the aque- 
duct have been considered, all of 
them coming through this terri- 
tory, it is reported. Three of the 
routes enter the district at Ban- 
ning and Beaumont, and the 
fourth, the Brice canyon route, at 
Cajon pass. One of these will be 
recommended by the board as the 
most feasible, according to indi- 
cations. 
Uplanders and residents of other 
cities in the orange belt will watch 
with interest the metropolitan 
water district proceedings and the 
course selected. San Bernardino 
and Colton are the only cities east 
of Pasadena belonging to the dis- 
trict, Upland officials having un- 
officially decided to remain out of 
the project for the present.
